THE DUNDONALD INCIDENT 


Order in Council Relieving Lord Dundonaid 
of the Command of the Canadian Militia 


“Extract from a report of the com- 


Honorable the Earl of Dundonald, 
general officer commanding the Cana- 
dian militia, and a report in relation 
thereto by-the minister of militia, re- 
port as follows: 

“On the 8th day of June, 1904, the 
attention of the minister of militia 
was drawn to a despatch in one of 
the newspapers of Ottawa purporiing 
to give a report of a speeck made by 
Lord Dundonald at a dinner in Monit- 
real, in which he assaiied the govern- 
ment and particularly the Honorable 
Mr. Fisher, minister of agriculture, in 
relation to their action in militia af- 
fairs. On the same day, the minister 
of ‘militia addressed a letter to Lord 
Dundonald, calling his atteniion ito 
the report, amd enquiring whether it 
correctly stated his utterences and the 
attendant -cireumstances. 4To this a 
reply was received from Lord Dun- 
donald admitting the substantial cor- 
rectness of the report in question.

leagues may not be so well acquzint- 
ed. Mr. Fisher, while sharing with his 
colleagues that general responsibility 
already referred to, represents ina 
particular manner the eastern town- 
ships of the Provinze of Quebec.
